Temple tragedy and relatives of the dead followers of 
the Rev. Jim Jones sued the federal government ^ 
nesday, claiming it conspired in the deaths of more than 
900 cult membera ; * . - 

The suit for personal injury and vi^tibn of dvil 
nghts charges that former Secretary of State Cyrus; 
Vance and former CIA Director Stanfield Turner* part- ‘ 
cipated in a conspiracy with Jones to control temple 
members who held socialist beliefs. ^ 

The suit alleges that Jones was an ‘'employee, ser- * 
vant. ^em or operative" of the CIA hrom 1963 until his 
death along with 912 other temple members in a mass 
murder-suicide in Guyana. • _ 

The suit charges th^t the GLA knew “that they had*^ 
commissioned James' Warren Jones to embark upon a 
plan to control and to ultimately massacre members of 
the Peoples Temple." 


Jonestown Survivors Sue 

Jones Celled Ci A Agent

A group of Jonestown 
sorvivors and the parents 
of a l^year-old Guyana 
victim filed a S63.4 mUllon 
suit against the federal 
/overnment yesterday, 
charging that People's 
Temple leader Jim Jones 
was a CIA agent. 

The suit, filed in U,S. Dis- 
trict Court, also accuses U.S. 
government agencies and offi- 
cials of conspiring with Jones in 
a macabre plot to control politi- 
cal dissidence. Government offi- 
cials knew about Jones' plans for 
the mass murder-suicide of his 
followers as early as seven 


months before the November 
1978 tragedy, the suit charges.
